Some skeptical people, and there are a 
few in the world, are loth to believe the 
story of the fall of man in the garden o f 1 
Eden. 
If, however, instead of the apple. ! 
Eve was tempted 
by a golden-colored | 
orange, sim ilar to those grown in northern 
California, the most skeptical will have to 
pardon her for her infraction of the law : 
and when we imagine her holding tip be­ 
fore Adam’s paralyzed gaze one of the 
golden spheres of the navel variety, and 
expatiating upon its delica:e taste and juicy 
richness, the most determined disbeliever 
wiil have to udmit that A dam s month 
watered, that he did take, and did cat; for 
who would not ? 
Adam, no doubt, was 
well pleased with the fruit, for lie set about 
purchasing for his wife a new dress, which 
was the first case on record of a husband 
.doing a thing of that kind. The orange on 
that occasion, however, was hardly up to 
those on exhibition at the citrus fair, 
for, if they had been, instead of clothing 
Eve with a lig leaf, lie would have 
adorned her with a seai-skin sacque. 
The exhibits are all in idace, arranged 
tastc-fully, and all who visit the pavilion 
are loud in their praise as well as astonish­ 
ment at its im mensity. That such things 
grew in such variety and abundance in a 
section ( f country unknown to fame as a 
producer of citrus fruits, astonishes not 
only the stranger within our gates, but the 
oldest inhabitant as well. There is some­ 
thing about all fruit that is pleasing to the 
eye, either in shape, size or color, in some 
much more than others. 
The orange 
seems to combine all the elements of 
beauty, and ripening as it does here at a 
season, apparently out of season, it has no 
competitor, and its charms claim the ado­ 
ration of ail. The tree is ornam ental in 
the highest degree; its blossoms, sweet- 
scented. fair to behold, typical of purity, 
the most appropriate wreath for the fair 
bride. Its fruit, golden in color, sweet in 
flavor, ripens in our winlerless climate 
months before it does in the so-called 
citrus California, and durimr the months 
when one-half the Union is covered with a 
weary waste of snow. 
The number of visitors that called yes­ 
terday and last evening was large, and the 
success of the fair is assured beyond a per- 
adventure. 
To attempt a description of each exhibit 
—either as individuals, counties or sec­ 
tions—would be an undertaking beyond 
the scope of a newspaper paragraphed and 
the columns of an ordinary daily paper 
could be filled for m any months, to the 
exclusion of all other matters, were the at­ 
tempt made to do each justice. Even the 
ladies, who, it is said, have a vastly supe­ 
rior command of the language over the 
sterner sex, when things of beauty are to 
be described, find that their stock of com­ 
plimentary adjectives is inadequate to do 
the subject justice. 
L. D. Freer, of Oroville, who makes one 
of the finest exhibits in the fair, has one 
plate ot small, 
richly-colored, 
lemon­ 
shaped oranges, upon which he placed the 
following card ; 
“ This is a citrus fruit, 
without a name as yet, and wants one. 
These specimens are from one tree and the 
growth of one year. 
They represent a 
spring, July, September and November 
crops, and the tree is now in bloom and 
all the crops, from the blossom to the ripe 
fruit, are now on the tree. A more beauti­ 
ful sight was never beheld. 
W hat is it? ” 
Dr. Latham has written on the opposite 
side of the card the following; “ it is the 
Mikado—a common variety of orange in 
Japan.” 
1.. X. Eyler, of Oroville, has an orange 
exhibit that attracts a meat deal of atten­ 
tion. They are large and luscious, but that 
is not what draws the attention. 
The foli­ 
age is lull of holes—some of the leaves 
nearly gone, others quite so—and the rag­ 
ged leaves form a singular contrast to the 
perfect ones on all sides. The card ex­ 
plains all. 
It says: “ This sample is from 
the second crop of this year, the first crop 
having been entirely destroyed by grass- 
liopoers. Note the condition of the leaves 
atnl you can then form some idea how the 
‘hopper-grass’ ‘ got in his w ork’ in uur 
seetion last season.” 
L. M Holt, of Riverside, and editor of 
the /Yes* muí llnrticuUwifl. who is visiting 
the citrus fair and exhibiting fruit from 
Riverside, was asked yesterday as to his 
impressions about the display, when he re­ 
plied : 
” The collection of citrus fruits at 
the Northern ' itrus Fair is verv creditable, 
considering the fact that, witli few excep­ 
tions, no attempt has been made in this 
section of the State to raise oranges and 
lemons for commercial purposes! Some of 
the fruit is very choice, and ns tine as can 
he raised in any portion of tiie State. 
As a 
whole the collection is not as line as those 
to be found annually at the southern Cali­ 
fornia 
citrus exhibitions at Riverside, 
from the fact that most of tiie fruit 
here on 
exhibition 
is 
seedling and 
the selections made by men who have only 
a few trees and a small amount of fruit to 
select from, while the Riverside collections 
are mostly of budded fruit taken from 
large orchards where it is possible to select 
more carefully. The oranges in northern 
California ripen earlier than in Riverside, 
hut not so much earlier as is claimed. The 
fruit on exhibition is not ready ripe to-dav; 
it would be much sweeter and better one 
or even two m onths hence than it is now. 
I shall visit some of the hest orange see- 
tions before going home, and wili give the 
public my impressions regarding the same. 
There need be no jealousy, or even com­ 
petition between the two sections of the 
.State relative to citrus fruits. 
Northern 
California seeks an early market and .south­ 
ern California will depend on a late East­ 
ern market ; hence, there is no conflict 
between tiie two sections, i am glad to see 
the industry doing so well in this portion 
of the State. Your people should not con­ 
found Riverside oranges with I.os Angeles 
oranges in referring to fruit produced in 
southern California. There is more simi­ 
larity between Riverside fruit and northern 
California fruit than there is between Riv­ 
erside and Los Angeles fruit.” 
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The above is a diagram of the space oc­ 
cupied by the ¡citrus fair, showing the 
locality of each county’s exhibit, and will 
be of service to'visitors in finding the fruit 
from any particular section. 


FO RM AL O P E N IN G EX ERC ISES. 
The formal opening exercises of the fair 
took place iast evening jn the old YVelis- 
Fargo building, one door south of the 
Pavilion. 


The assemblage was called to order by | 
Albert Gallatin. Chairman of the Execu­ 
tive Committee, who. after m aking a few 
remarks, introduced H on. J. A. Fileher, of 
Auburn, whom he stated would deliver the 
opening address. Mr. Fileher spoke as fol­ 
lows ; 
J/f\ President. Ladier and Petlow-Oitizenx: 
In addition to the timely remarks of our 
able President, I may be permitted also, on 
his behalf and on beliall of the officers and 
committees associated with him in the 
great task wliiflt they have so successfully 
performed, to bid you welcome to this, the 
first Citrus Fair of Northern California. 
Welcome, 1 would say, to this raie and 
beautiful exhibit prepared for you—tor 
your admiration and instruction, and for 
the instruction of the civilized world. 
I.et 
me repeat to you, also, a welcome to the 
Queen City of Northern California, the 
proud capital of our State, the scat of learn­ 
ing and of art, and the home of refinement 
and oi enterprise. Sacramento,more perhaps 
than any other city of onr day, is noted for 
its liberality, for its hospitality, and for its 
business enterprise. 
Possessed of an in- t 
domitahle 
will 
and

energy, 
the j 
business 
men 
and

city 
have

coinbatted all obstacles to her progress, her j 
prosperity and her safety. 
l!y a work j 
prodigious in its proportions, this city has ! 
been raised at least ten feet from her origi­ 
nal level, and to-day. proud of her achieve­ 
ments, she stands forth in her exalted posi­ 
tion and with an air of importance becotu- ; 
ing the second commercial center of the 
great Golden State, bids you, through me, 
a most hearty and cordial welcome. 
This fair, this bountiful and handsome 
display of citrus fruits, so generous in size, 
so handsome in appearance, so riel: in 
flavor, and all produced in northern Cali­ 
fornia, tell a tale that to many will be 
wonderful. Those silent fruits ‘preach a 
sermon, the eloquence of which is all­ 
powerful. the lesson of which is all-instruc­ 
tive. thc truth ol which is all-convincing. 
Their eloquence 
reaches 
the remotest 
hounds of civilization, and they tell m an­ 
kind in convincing terms that the olivennd 
the vine, the lemon anil the lig thrive to 
perfection in northern California. 
‘ We are a young State. We had much to 
learn. 
We have much to learn vet. The 
first settlers doubted the capacity of the soil 
for the production of anything'more than 
grass for grazing. As late as It®», when I. 
with my parents, arrived in California with 
our ox teams, after crossing tiie plains, we 
found the only settlements were along the 
rivers, and were told that all the good land 
was taken up. W hat are now the great 
wheat fields of the greatest wheat-growing 
State in the Union—a State that in lss-1 
produced about (i.OOO.OtJO bushels of this 
staple cereal—were then vast prairies, cov­ 
ered with droves of wild cattle, tiie only 
use for which they were considered valu­ 
able. The first who attempted to till the 
“ plains land,” as it was called, were con­ 
sidered foolish. To-day they are the pos­ 
sessors of fine homes, and are considered 
fortunate. The virtue of the plains land 
being discovered, it was soon taken up as 
far as to the border of the foothills. 
Our 
people began to concede that any where in 
the valley a good crop could he raised by 
proper tillage, hut the same wise heads 
that 
were 
forced 
to 
this 
admis­ 
sion 
by 
the 
experience 
that 
sur­ 
rounded them, would gravely tell you 
that the foothills possessed no elements of 
production. 
It is not ten years.since those 
who invested in foothill lands at any price 
were considered as taking desperate risks. 
Yet to-day as good fruits as were ever raised 
in this orany other country are those which 
find their way to m arket from the foothills 
bordering the great Sacramento valley; and 
as showing the extent of the business in 
that region, let me state that front two sta­ 
tions in the foothills ot thc one county 
of Placer there were shipped this last sea­ 
son 5,931,130 pounds of fruit. The entire 
shipments from the foothills of that coun­ 
ty for the season aggregate, as nearly as 
can be 
ascertained, about 7,000,000 of 
pounds. This is exclusive of raisins and 
other cured fruits, and of citrus fruits, the 
shipm ent of which constitute a consider­ 
able item ; and it is exclusive also of the 
many tons of grapes grown in that region 
and manufactured into wine and brandy. 
Referring to the foothills, inasmuch as 
they constitute an extensive area of north­ 
ern California, and inasmuch as their de­ 
velopment has at this time hut fairly com­ 
menced, I would like to say that from my 
observation of a num ber of years I am 
constrained to believe that they are des­ 
tined, in the comparatively near future, to 
become the most attractive portion of Cali­ 
fornia, and for homes the most desirable. 
It is demonstrated that the soil and climate 
of the hills are particularly adapted to the 
growth and early maturity of all the staple 
fruits in the highest degree of perfection— 
not excepting the orange, the lemon, the 
olive, the pomegranate, the vine and the 
fig, as the exhibits here attest. Oroville is 
in the hills, Vacaville and W inters are in 
the hills, Coloma is in the hills, Mokel- 
umr.e H ill is in the hills. Auburn and 
Newcastle are in the hills. 
Each of these 
places is represented here by a liberal dis­ 
play of the finest and choicest citrus fruits. 
The climate of the foothills is unparal­ 
leled—above the ocean fogs, yet below the 
mountain snow ; and in sum mer warm, 
but dry and invigorating. W ater and tinre 
her are abundant for all neeessarv pur­ 
poses ; and the scenery—with the snow­ 
capped mountains in the background and 
the great Sacramento valley, with its rivers 
glist-.ning 
under 
the 
sun 
like 
silver' 
threads, 
in 
the 
fore­ 
ground—is simply enchanting; inspiring 
tiie denizen with nobler, grander thoughts, 
lifting him nearer his Creator, making 
him purer, greater. 
In health the foot­ 
hills are in themselves a sanitarium, and 
already hundreds, not alone from this 
State, hut frmn other climes, are seeking 
them for rest and recuperation, and for re­ 
lief from all m anner of bronchial and 
pulmonary ailments, and it is gratifying to 
be able to state that few of those who "pin 
their faith to the invigorating properties of 
the foothill climate are called upon to sillier 
the regrets of misplaced confidence. 
As showing the possibilities of tiie foot­ 
hills, in a general way, I may he permitted 
to cite a case or two that have come within 
the sco{»e of my own observation. These 
instances, I believe, will be interesting to 
many t. alifornians, as well astoour visitors 
frmn other States, since it is true that most 
of us, as I have shown in the outset, are 
prone to he skeptical regarding the true 
merits of mtieli of our own State. 
In l'TT John Wells moved with his fam­ 
ily from Mendocino county, on the coast, 
to the foothills of Placer county. 
He was 
burnt out where he had been living and 
had nothing left to start with but his 
hands. 
He secured forty acres of land and 
went to work on it. He is a hard-working 
man and has worked hard. 
In the fall nt 
1884, when lie was relating to me his ex­ 
perience, he said he had supported his 
family, had paid for his place, had that 
year sold $2,500 worth of produce from it. 
and had just refused an offer fur his land 
and improvements of $6,500. 
Again, fifteen years ago an industrious 
German, somewhat advanced in years, by 
the nam e of John Kaiser, went into the 
foothills ami settled on 80 acres of land 
near the town of Loomis. He had met 


forethought to a higher degree than the 
overage of mankind. Thev are cited to 
shew what men possessing these character­ 
istics in a high degree can do in the vast 
and comparatively undeveloped foothill 
region ot Northern California 
We say vast! This foothill region is 
vast. 
It 
ranges 
from

with misfortune in previous investments, 
and was at the time $2.000 in debt. 
He 
commenced by putting in a small patch of 
grapes, which he gradually increased until 
to-dav he has 23 acres in full bearing. 
lie 
struggled along without capital, and was 
twice burnt out of house and home. 
Now 
lie has over 300 acres of land, has a good 
house, two good-sized granite wine cellars, 
a distillery, suitable barns, 
convenient 
cooperage, a blacksmith shop, and other 
necessary outhouses. 
He has a number of 
horses, cattle and younjfttoek. his old debt 
paid and his cellars full of wine and 
brandy. 
In short, he has on a small vine­ 
yard paid his debt, built three sets of im ­ 
provements and bought a large piece ot 
land. 
His stock on hand, together with his 
farm and improvements, are estimated to 
be worth ai*out $20,000. 
And again : Jerry Porter went into the 
foothills.seven years ago, with no capital 
except willing hands and a determined 
will. 
H e sold out last fall, and left with 
between $<>,t)0o and $7.‘J0O in cash. 
These instances could be multiplied in­ 
definitely, but it is not necessary. These 
are cases, as I have said, that came within 
the scope of my own observation. No doubt 
residents of the foothills from other sec­ 
tions could reeite similar instances. But it 
will he remarked that these are exceptions 
to the rule. 
They are above an aver­ 
age. 
but 
not 
because 
the 
condi­ 
tions 
were 
inore 
favorable to them 
than 
to 
others, 
but 
because 
the 
men named possessed tiie elements of econ­ 
omy, industry, prudence, patience and 
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rolling country the soil auc5 temperature 
^uctive capacity are not materially 
dissimilar at the same altitude. 
The foot- 
hilla, however, vast as r,re their extent aud 
great and varied as are* their resources, 
constitute but the fringe, as it were, to the 
arable regions of northern California. 
1 he Sacramento valley contains in round 
numbers nearly <;,000,ouo acres of land, or 
more Ilian the total area of Connecticut 
and Delaware combined. 
Northern Cali­ 
fornia, embracing about ”>U 000 square miles 
*>1 territory, is an empire within itself, 
it possesses numerous advantages not pos­ 
sessed by the southern portion of this State, 
and yet its praises are less sung, and as a 
m atter oi fact it is less known abroad than 
is southern < aliiurnia. 
Some have sug­ 
gested that northern California is good and 
great and grand enotmh without praising, 
while 
southern 
California, 
like 
the 
preacher’s coflee, lias to be praised in order 
to be swallowed. We, however, are too 
much of a < aliiornian to desire to reflect 
on any portion of our great State, or to 
detract one iota from the merits due to any 
section. Southern California is great, atnl 
its greatness and rapid development teach 
ns the wonderful possibilities of northern 
California, whh its mines, its timber, its 
greater rainfall, its inexhaustible water 
supply, its navigable rivers, its mountain 
lakes and grander scenery, its greater ara­ 
ble area, its better transportation facili­ 
ties, its 
fogless and cloudless sum mer 
skies 
and 
its 
winterless 
winters. 
It 
is 
well 
known 
here 
that 
all 
the products for which California is la 
moas can be grown in as great quantities, 
and to as great a degree of perfection, in 
the northern and middle counties as in any 
other part of the State. Indeed, the great 
volume of the wheat export goes from 
northern California, and of the 1,025 car­ 
loads of fresh fruits shipped from Califor­ 
nia during the past season, all but <¡6 car­ 
loads were from the central and northern 
portions of the .State. About 800 carloads 
were shipped from the Sacramento district, 
showing conclusively that this city, the 
commercial center of northern California, 
is also the great center of the California 
fruit trade. 
But then you will say, W hat has these 
great and varied productions got to do 
with citrus fruits? 
W heat and hay are 
not oranges; peaches, plum s and pears are 
not lemons ; grapes are not olives. 
Very 
true; but we have said this much to indi­ 
cate briefly some of the characteristics and 
possibilities of northern California in gen­ 
eral. Now, if in addition we can show 
that northern and central California is the 
natural home of the orange, it is to be 
hoped we shall not have talked in vain. 
In the first place, while claiming that 
northern California is the natural home of 
the orange, let us admit that southern Cali­ 
fornia. in the production of this rich and 
valuable fruit, is at present far ahead of us. 
Notwithstanding this, however, I will risk 
repeating the prediction made in the New- 
Year edition of the Kecoud-Union by Dr. 
Frey, of Newcastle, to the effect that in the 
course of time certain sections of northern 
California will be preferred for the produc­ 
tion of the citrus fruits. 
We have-shown how by gradual experi­ 
ment, and always in the face of popular 
prejudice, one after another of our resources 
has been unfolded. 
How at first it was 
said there was no farming land in Califor­ 
nia, and how, finally, the alluvial soil of 
the river bottoms was admitted to be good 
for fanning. 
How for years the plains 
land was regarded as worthless for wheat ; 
and how they now constitute the great 
wheat fields of the greatest wheat State in 
the Union. 
How the foothills were de­ 
spised for their apparent barrenness, and 
how to-day they aré giving proofs of be­ 
coming the richest and best Iruit region of 
the world. 
Those who have been here for twenty- 
five or thirty years and observed these 
changes will admit that the proof of our 
capacity for the production of citrus fruits 
in northern California 
is to-day much 
more positive than was the proof of the 
capacity of the foothills fur the production 
of sncli fruits as they arc now noted, ten 
years ago. 
The question will naturally be asked. 
Why, if northern California is adapted to 
the growth of citrus fruits, is the indus­ 
try so backward compared to the same in­ 
dustry in southern California ? Tiie an­ 
swer is not far to seek. 
In the first place 
it m ust be remembered that emigration 
projects itself on lines of latitude in thc 
movements of population. Y’ou trace na­ 
tionalities to their resting place generally 
on the line of latitude from which they 
start. The Swedes and Norwegians settle 
in Minnesota and Wisconsin. The Span­ 
iards, Portuguese and Italians in Florida 
and Louisiana. So of our own States. The 
New England States sent tiie overflow ot 
population into New Y’ork and northern 
Ohio, northern Indiana. Illinois and Iowa. 
The old colonies of Virginia and North 
Carolina settled in southern Indiana, south­ 
ern Illinois and Missouri. 
A people carry 
with them the agriculture with which tliev 
are most familiar. An emigrant from a 
corn and wheat-raising country tests the 
value of the country to which he emigrates 
by its capacity to produce bread stuffs and 
meats. Northern California was settled 
largely front the Northern States by men 
but little versed in fruit culture, and es­ 
pecially the culture of citrus fruits. 
If the 
country north of Stockton had been settled 
by Portuguese, Spaniards, Italians and em ­ 
igrants from France, the region to-day 
would doubtless-be celebrated for the va­ 
riety anil quaiity and excellence of its 
citrus fruits. Gerkc. whose 100 acres of 
vineyard constituted the basis of Stanford's 
vineyard at Vina, the largest vineyard in the 
world.was a French-Swiss.and from tin vine 
growing region "f Switzerland. The first 
thought that occurred to him in occupying 
his new home, as a transplanted inhab­ 
itant, was—"W ili the products I have been 
accustomed to at home grow here?” 
He 
made the experiment, and found the an­ 
swer to be in the affirmative. 
But the 
wheat-raisers of Butte and Colusa came 
from countries where wheat and corn, cat­ 
tle and hogs were the chief objects of agri­ 
cultural industry. On the other hand, 
there was a large infusion of Southern 
European element in thc early settlement 
of southern California. Their habits and 
natures led them early to engage in the 
citrus fruit industry, and to establish the 
adaptability of that portion of the State 
for the production of those fruits. Be­ 
side, the 
early American 
settlers 
of 
southern California 
did 
not have to 
await 
the 
result 
of 
experiment 
to demonstrate that citrus fruits would 
grow and mature in t: at purl of the State. 
The Jesuit fathers had planted the olive 
and the orange at the old missions in 
southern California long before the advent 
of the American people to this coast. Con­ 
sidering, therefore, all these conditions, 
our greatest wonder is that the develop­ 
ment of the citrus 
fruit 
iudustrv iu 
the southern counties 
is not further 
advanced 
than 
it 
is, 
ami 
that 
to-day their exports are not greater than 
we find them. 
Northern California con­ 
tained no mission, and no growing orange 
tree on the advent of 
American im ­ 
migration. 
It 
contained 
mines, rich 
and numerous, and to them aud their de­ 
velopment all minds were directed. 
Even 
when the best surface diggings began to he 
worked out ami a portion of our popula­ 
tion turned their attention to agriculture 
and horticulture, our more northern lati­ 
tude, in the absence of such observations 
as were calculated to demonstrate the char­ 
acter and temperature of that latitude, 
served as a ni.-c mragement to a n - extended 
experiments in the production of c.trns 
fruits, 
it was not until the few oranges 
planted from the seed—more out of"curi­ 
osity than anything else—began to semi iq> 
strong shoots and develop into vigorous 
trees, that we became interested in this sub­ 
ject sufficiently to begin to investigate it. 
Rev. N. R. Peck, of (jpbir, tells me that in 
1862 he carried a line orange home in his 
pocket from Sacramento, on reaching his 
family it was divided ami eaten, and, just 
to see what it would do, he planted a seed 
in a little l.<ooo soil near the front do>r- 
s'ep.

10 o’clock, when we had gone about twenty 
miles towards shore, we saw her go down 
bow first, and in a few seconds not a spar 
nor topmast could be seen. 
We kept com­ 
pany with the Captain’s boat for several 
hours, until about six or seven miles from 
land, when it took a more easterly course, 
and we soon lost sight oF it. My sell and 
men were greatly exhausted, and many of 
us had our bauds and ears frozen. We 
made but slow progress. A luut 4 in the 
afternoon, when vvc were about a mile off 
shore, a boat from the live-saving station 
came, to our assistance, and we were landed 
and provided with dry, warm clothing and 
plenty of food, which wc greatly needed, 
having had nothing to cat for nearly ten 
hours. The men in the missing lifeboat 
were Captain Colvin, of Shields; chief cn 
gineer Joint Amiss, of Jarrow ; John Sc 
oí London: second mate Elijah Step 
son; carpenter James H ealty; fireman 
I'homas Lovell; fireman John Black; fire­ 
man Fred.

Ninth, 
tlie 
committee's 
employment 
agency. 
It was resolved that a public meeting be 
held next Monday evening, at some place 
to be hereafter announced, and a commit­ 
tee was appointed to secure speakers for tlie 
occasion. 
The main object of the meeting 
is to give expression to the public senti­ 
ment relative to the ordinance presented to 
the City Trustees yesterday. 
It was suggested by one of the members 
of the association that much aid could be 
rendered the cause by citizens, without any 
trouble, if they wouid express a preference 
for articles manufactured by white labor. 
H e thought if people made* frequent and 
determined calls for white-labor cigars, for 
instance, it would in time induce dealers 
to keep that article exclusively, and thus 
white workmen would be aided. 
And so 
in like manner with boots and shoes, or 
anything else in 
the manufacturing of 
which Chinese compete.

In Solano, at Vacaville. Vallejo, 
W inters and all through th e foothill por­ 
tions "of th a t county, we find the orange 
and other citrus fruits. 
In Yolo, at W ash­ 
ington, and up and dow n the Sacram ento 
front th at place, growing citrus fruitsare not 
rare. 
A t W oodland, K night's Landing, 
D avisville and in th e Yolo foothills thev 
grow to perfection. 
In Colusa, at O rland, 
St. Jo h n ’s, Colusa, Princeton and all along 
th e Sacram ento in th at county, as well as 
in the foothills of th e Coast Range, are 
to b e found the orange and other citrus 
fruits. 
In T eham a county they are grow­ 
in g at T eham a, V ina and Red Bluff. In all 
parts of B utte they can he seen. 
Oroville, 
in th at county, it is estim ated, has .'5,000 
bearing frees. 
Y uba hits citrus trees in 
m any localities. 
M arysville, the comity 
seat, has x OoO in hearing. 
Ail through the 
foothills tif Nevada, KÍ Dorado, A m ador 
an d Calaveras the orange tree is growing, 
and protiu ing to perfection. 
Piacer has 
several thousand 
trees, 
and 
shipped 
from the one station o f New’caatle alone 
tip 
to 
January 
2-1. 
including a car­ 
load to Denver, 515.778 oranges. 
At all the 
principal points in 
Sacram ento county 
citrus fruits can be seen growing and bear­ 
ing. 
It is estim ated th at citrus fru its a re 
grow ing to-dav in the open air in more 
than 1,000 different places in northern Cal­ 
ifornia. 
It can safely he said that we have 
passed beyond the stage of experim ents, 
and th at the phenom enal success th at lias 
attended the planting of citrus fruits in 
northern 
California 
thus ' far 
will 
insure 
a 
great 
im petus 
to the 
business of their production in the future. 
O ur experience, if we liad nothing else to 
guide us, proves that we have a clim ate 
adapted no t only to citrus fruits, but to the 
production of cotton, silk. tea. tobacco, 
olives and ol ve oil, ties, raisins, dubs, and 
every kind of wine, table and raisin grape 
in the world. 
But we have more than our 
experience 
to 
dem onstrate 
the cli­ 
m atic advantage- of central an t north­ 
ern California 
for 
the 
production of 
oranges, olives 
and 
other citrus fruits. 
W e find the hom e of the orange, lem on, 
citron, ah.i Mock 
m d other citrus fruits 
will be found in the vicinity of Rome, 
Naples. Florence, M adrid. Marseilles, A l­ 
giers, Jerusalem , A lexandria, 
etc. The 
therm al condition necessary for th e growth 
o f the olive is a m ean o f the coldest m onth

T he sa m éis substantially true of

By com paring tbe tem ­ 
perature of northern California w ith the 
tem perature of the orange and olive can­ 
ters of southern Europe, the conditions 
here are found to bealtogether favorable, as 
th > following figures will show :

Y ou will notice, by a com parison of these 
figures, th at A uburn, Sacram ento, M arys­ 
ville, R ed Bluff, R edding and other places 
in n orthern California have a higher mean 
tem perature for the coldest m onth than the 
cities o f Rome. Madrid. Marseilles, Jerusa­ 
lem, etc., while the therm om eter frequently 
lulls to a lower degree in Rome, Naples and 
M adrid, than in Sacram ento, M arvsvillc. 
A uburn or Red Bluff. 
As 
further proof 
under 
this 
head, 
we 
find 
from the 
m eteorological 
ob­ 
servations of the Signal Service, the most 
reliable data nossihle, th at the m ean or 
average tem perature of this portion of 
C alifornia for 34 years is 00°. 
We find, 
further, that the isotherm al line o f the 
m ean annual average tem perature of (50° 
F ah ren h eit covers th e finest citrus regions of 
th e earth. 
It takes in the fruit belt of 
Spain, Italy, Asia M inor, the countries 
ot 
the 
date 
palm in 
the 
vallevs of 
the 
E uphrates 
and 
the 
Tigris, 
Egypt, 
the 
foothills 
o f 
India, 
th e great 
valleys 
of 
China, and the 
citru s region of Japan : thence from Japan 
across to m iddle and northern California 
a s far north as Redding. 
T h is 00° belt in ­ 
cludes th e oldest and largest citrus fruit 
regions in tbe world. 
T he regions in this 
isotherm al belt in Asia have 
produced 
citrus fruit in great quantities from a tim e 
long anterior 10 their w ritten history. W hen 
the valleys of the Tigris, the E uphrates 
and the Nile were m ost thickly populated the 
people m ainly subsisted on" tile date. 
In 
Jap an , w here th e citrus fruit business has 
been so long established, the m ean average 
tem perature for th e w inter m ouths, as I 
learn from Dr. Latham , w ho lias resided 
there seven years, is 42 ',)°. 
H ere the aver­ 
age fur the w inter m onths is 43.3°. T here 
they have snow and ice : 
here we have 
none to speak of. All the countries having 
tin1 tem perature of northern California are 
th e richest fruit regions of the world. 
A 
close investigation will dem onstrate that 
no part of vi.ie . lad France, Italy or Spain 
can com pare w ith us in <mr advantages fur 
the production o f superior- fruits. 
rh i s m uch by way of dem onstrating tlia* 
n orthern California is the natural hom e of 
th e orange. 
Now a m om ent to show why 
1 belbve w ith Dr. Frey that it will in tim e 
be preferred by those designing to em bark in 
• says, we have 
m ar the bloom 
or to sour th e fruit; 
black scale, so com ­ 
m on in southern California, is to its u n ­ 
know n ; our fruit, therefore, is handsom er 
an d better, and consequently brings more 
in the m arket. T he average price realized 
by the producer of oranges in uorthern 
California this w inter is between two and 
three cents 
apiece. 
Again, 
owing

fogs,

our 
fruit 
ripens

a m onth to five weeks earlier than in 
Southern California. 
T his is another con­ 
dition favorable to better prices. T he first 
oranges were shipped this season from 
\ acaville as early as the 1st of November, 
and from the foothills a- early as the 21st of 
th e sam e m onth. It is a fortunate condition 
for the orauge-grower of northern Califor­ 
n ia that 
tiis 
ruit 
ripens in tim e to 
get 
it' into the 
Eastern 
m arket, 
if 
needs be. for the 
holiday trade; 
and 
w hat is m ore inviting for a Christm as 
decoration than a fine golden orange? O ur 
people all com plain th at this fair is held 
too late; that their best fruit was gone be­ 
fore they.knew o f it, and th at of several 
kinds o f citrus fruits, notably th e pom e­ 
granate and the Japanese persim m on, they 
w ere out entirely. 
B ut this doubtless is 
tru e of all northern California, and w hile 
tb e circum stance will detract m uch from 
this our first citrus fair, it is to be hoped 
th at it will work no injustice as betw een in­ 
dividual exhibitors. 
A few weeks earlier C. 
M. Silva A- Son, of Newcastle, could have 
show n tw enty varieties of o ranges; at this 
date they are able to exhibit bu t twelve. 
Touching the question of the quality of 
northern California oranges, I am perm it­ 
ted to quote from one or tw o private and 
business letters:

As I understand this m ovem ent, how ­ 
ever. it is not to put forward th e Sacra­ 
m ento valley as the hom e of the orange 
especially, but to convince tbe w orld th at 
oranges are now, and can hereafter be 
j grow n successfully anet profitably, and th at 
I home-seekers who come to our coast deter­ 
m ined to settle w here citrus fruits m ay be 


In the four years from 1880 to 1884 m ost 
of th e southern counties of o ur State w hich 
advertised them selves as orange-growing 
counties doublet! th eir taxable property, 
anti no doubt their population. 
Los A n­ 
geles in th at tim e increased in population 
from 11,000 to 30,000. 
T he tacts of our 
capacities for th e production o f citrus fruits 
once know n, and people w ill (lock here 
from all regions of the earth to enjoy our 
clim e and the m any advantages it affords. 
By com parison, little, indeed, has been 
done tow ard m aking know n the w onderful 
resources and advantages of northern Cali­ 
fornia. 
U ntil the organization of the 
N orthern California Im m igration Society, 
w ith headqqprters in this city—a little 
m ore th an a year ago—there was no con­ 
certed 
effort 
to 
inform 
the 
world 
regarding 
th is 
favored 
portion 
of 
• air State. 
T hat organization has not been 
idle. T his first citrus fair in northern Cali­ 
fornia is largely the outgrow th o fits efforts. 
It lias done good work and lots of it, and 
new comers are already in our m idst and 
pleased w ith their location who, except for 
the efforts o f the Im m igration Society, would 
have gone on to buy a hom e at a greater 
expense in som e less favored 
locality. 
T here is w ealth in im m igration, and all 
efforts to dissem inate the tacts regarding 
northern California should be heartily and 
substantially encouraged by every citizen -if 
this favored portion of the State. 
W hile through the lecturers, papers and 
advertising pam phlets sent broadcast by 
large landholders for speculative purposes, 
southern California lias been read about 
and sung about by tiie people o f all States 
and countries, there lias been none to raise 
his voice beyond the confines of th e region 
itself in belinlf of this northern portion of 
the State. 
It is tim e th a t we liegan lo sin g 
our own praises, at least to th e extent of 
m aking know n the tru th . 
But then, you say, if several m illions of 
people settle in N orthern California, and 
all go to raising oranges, w hat will we do 
w ith the fruit ? 
lla v e no fearof theorange 
m a rk e t; 
and 
as 
to 
the 
question 
of 
profit, 
th at 
m atter 
is 
easiiy solved. 
The area in the w orld w here oranges 
can 
be successfully grow n 
is 
lim ited, 
w hile the consum ption of the fruit is u ni­ 
versal, and will increase as the product be­ 
comes better know n and cheaper. We have 
00,000,000 m ouths to feed in the United 
States. 
In 1890 that num ber will have 
increased to 70,000,000. an d in 1000 to 95,­ 
000,000. and so on for a hundred years. 
W e shall have a m arket for all we can 
grow, if we plant out the whole o f north­ 
ern California, and even terrace steep h ill­ 
sides as they do in Japan and China. 
In this connection I would say, Califor­ 
nia m ust necessarily resort to th e growing 
of fruits or her com m erce w ill decline. 
A ustralia and India can produce bread- 
stuffs for th e world. 
Every experim ent to 
carry w heat overland has failed, an d I fear 
will" continue to fail. 
W e arc therefore 
forced to m ake the longest sea voyage on 
the face of the globe to reach the bread­ 
stuff m arkets of the world. 
Besides all 
this, tiie highest use to w hich land m ay 
he devoted is th at use w hich m akes the 
largest am ount of labor on each acre profit­ 
able ; 
or. stated differently, th at land is 
best cultivated which gives profitable em ­ 
ploym ent to the m axim um q u antity of 
labor on the m inim um quantity of land. 
There is the broadest question of states­ 
m anship and political econom y u nderlying 
this consideration. T he problem which 
nations have to solve—and it has been re­ 
garded as th e highest problem of civiliza­ 
tion—is how to support the largest num ber 
of people on the sm allest area. 
T he cul­ 
ture w hich w ill profitably em ploy ten la­ 
borers on a single acre, is worth t»» a coun­ 
try m ore than th at culture w hich would 
profitably em ploy the labor of but one m an 
on ten acres. 
The social, m oral and in ­ 
tellectual advantages arising from density 
of population, form s a part of the con­ 
sideration in favor of devoting th e soil to 
that character of culture w hich gives the 
m axim um of em ploym ent on the m ini­ 
m um of land. 
As the cultivation of fruit 
requires a higher intelligence than the 
cultivation o f cereals, requiring a more 
intim ate know ledge o f the laws of germ 
life, of botany and of agricultural chem ­ 
istry, 1 apprehend th at the people devoted 
to such industry w ill necessarily possess a 
higher average intelligence than the peo­ 
ple devoted to the cultivation of w heat, 
corn, etc. 
On this question o f staple fruit 
and citrus culture, let m e say again there 
need be no fear o f over-production. 
T he 
objections usually urged on this ground 
arc often th e m erest folly. 
Every country 
w hich produces a sufficient am ount of any 
article to constitute an im portant factor of 
export teaches the world to rely upon 
that 
country for th at production. 
The 
greater th e production the greater the cer­ 
tainty of the m astery of the m arket. 
If California produced hut 1,000 tons of 
wheat, in excess of hom e consum ption, it 
would he absolutely worthless, because 
com m erce would not organize itself in such 
a way as to take.that w heat. 
T ransporta­ 
tion would be so heavy against it th at it 
would never find its way to m arket. Sim i­ 
lar results will attend the cultivation of all 
Iruits, citrus as well as other kinds. 
The 
danger or w ant o f m arket will not be in 
over-production, but rather in under-pro­ 
duction. 
It is the pioneer stage of fruit­ 
grow ing o f an y kind w hich is unprofitable. 
W hen enough has been grown to m ake its 
sale and m ovem ent a m atter of first im ­ 
portance to com m erce aud transportation, 
these great elem ents w ill adjust them selves 
to it as a rule, am i build it so firm ly into 
the ereat world of com m erce and financial 
activity that it cannot he ignored. 
Now a word in conclusion 
to those 
in search of hom es: 
W hile this State 
is young am i developing, it offers su ­ 
perior 
advantages 
for 
the 
horue- 
seeker. 
I often w onder th at m ore people 
from our over-crowded «¡ties, where the 
chances for bettering their condition are 
very lim ited, do not seek the country, the 
hills <ir their valleys, secure a sm all piece 
o f ground on the best term s possible and 
plant a home. 
To those who are sober, 
industrious 
an d patient, 
though 
oi 
sm all 
means, 
northern California 
of­ 
fers superior advantages 
for 
securing 
homes, and our hom e-ow ners, ou r lan d ­ 
o vners are our best citizens. 
A land of 
true- hnm es,.sonie one has said, is a land of 
true greatm-ss. 
Therefore, let us all strive 
to possess ourselves of a hom e for our own 
sake, for our fam ily’s sake, and for the 
sake of our country. 
In the language of 
the poet, let me say to 
Young beginners in life’s m ornings 
Don't forget the rainy day : 
• 
Sunshine cannot last forever, 
Or tile heart be always gay. 
Save the dime, aud then the dollar : 
Lay up som ething as you roam. 
Choose some blooming spot of beauty, 
Some fair spot, an 1 plant a home. 
You, too, who have babes around you, 
Coming up to take your place. 
Give them som ething to remember, 
Homestead memories let them trace. 
Would you teel the pride of m anhood, 
Let the sun your dwelling g re e t:

The next speaker introduced was General 
N. P. Cliipniun, of Red Bluff, w ho said: 
Mr. President: 
I have been requested to 
occupy fifteen m inutes o f the tim e of this 
convention in portraying the advantages of 
Teham a county as a region for grow ing 
citrus fruits. 
1 w ant to say, Mr. President, 
that you have curtailed m y duty at the 
wrong end of the proposition. 
You ought 
to dim inish the area or enlarge the tim e. 
I desire also to enter a m ild protest 
against the effort to induce settlers to come 
into our part of the State on the single ad­ 
vantage i t i;- being adapted to citrus fruits. 
Y ou all rem em ber th e story of the Prince 
who m ade up his m ind to m arry the young 
lady who w ould fit a certain glass slipper, 
which he by accident picked up in the 
m idst of an assemblage o f very charm ing 
and beautiful tnaidens. 
H e found her in 
the kitchen finally, alter having rejected, I 
have no doubt, a score or m ore lovely crea­ 
tures. any one o f w hom would have made 
him a good wife, possibly better than Cin- 
drella. 
Indeed, if the size of the foot was 
to be th e sine qua non, I could have found a 
m illion for iiitu any day in the kingdom of 
t’liina. 
I have alw ays thought the Prince 
o f the Cindrella story was a very narrow ­ 
m inded and foolish fellow. 
O ur wives 


of our soil and clim ate to th e grow th of 
the-e fruiis. 
W e challenge a careful study 
of th e conditions requisite to success, and 
we m ay confidently assert th a t they will be 
found anyw here in th e Sacram ento valley 
and its adjacent foothills. 
I cam e here 
skeptical. 
A year ago I advised your Sec­ 
retary against m aking an effort sim ilar to 
this one. 
I thought our country had so m uch to 
com m end it, apart from orange-growing, 
that we should be w asting our efforts to 
hold out w hat seemed to m e a false hope 
of com peting w ith southern California in a 
direction w here natural conditions were 
against us. 
I begin to th in k I was m is­ 
taken. In several counties represented here 
th e orange crop already figures in com ­ 
merce. 
T he specim ens they present at this fair 
com pare favorably w ith any in the m arket. 
From m y own county we bring you 
oranges, lem ons, olives aud pom egranates. 
They are no hot-house products ; the trees 
that bore them have stood the cold of 
m any w inters w ithout covering of any 
kind, and were nipped by no frost. 
The 
lem ons sent here by G. G. K im ball, of Red 
Bluff, were grow n upon a tree now fifteen 
years old, an d has borne fruit regularly for 
years, and was never protected from frost. 
Oranges are here from trees plated by Mr. 
Cone and Mr. G rotzer and others, som e of 
w hich bore th e third je a r from planting. 
They grow in black loam in the bottom 
lands, ami they grow on the retí and gray 
hills of the highlands. 
They have had a 
variety of exposures w ith like success. 
I am prepared to yield to these convinc­ 
ing evidences, and so should any reason-, 
able person who is seeking the tru th . 
But. Mr. President, now th at T eham a 
com ity lias recorded herself beside the 
orange-growing counties of th e valley, I 
wish to use the rem aining m inute given me 
in a brief outline description o f the county. 
F rom foothill to foothill on our south 
line is a breadth of 43 m iles ; at Red Bluff 
a breadth of 35 m iles, and at our north line 
42 m iles ; and a length of 40 miles, m aking 
over one m illion'acres substantially, all of 
w hich m aybe cultivated to cereals or iruits. 
T his vast area is fringed on th e east and 
west by noble m ountain ranges teem ing 
w ith a w ealth o f grasses and of m erchant­ 
able tim ber. 
The State of Delaware could be placed in 
this valley, w ith land to spare. 
Rhode 
Island could find easy footing and not en­ 
croach upon the m ountains. 
M uch o f th is laud is rich bottom loam 
and adobe; and a large am o u n t is level 
plains of deep soil and rich in p lant food, 
w hile o th er is rolling hill land, very pro ­ 
ductive of p lant life. 
T housands of acres 
of rich and productive lands lie outside of 
this and at greater elevation, b u t capable 
of producing the finest fruits and vegetables 
and grain. 
I invite attention to th e display of Mr. 
W heeler H azen, from a farm 2,000 feet 
above sea-level. 
Intelligent people in San Francisco ask 
m e how we spend the long w inter m onths 
in the m ountains at Red Bluff, 
i am often 
com m iserated by friends in our chief city 
for being locked up in th e w inter snow s of 
the Sierras for six m onths o f th e year. 
T here is room for m issionary w ork here 
at hom e. 
I w ould like to feel th at grow n­ 
up men and women in California, il no­ 
where else, could he m ade to know that the 
navigable waters of th e Sacram ento river 
at Ked Bluff' do not go rushing down 
'a rocky canyon on a grade of 100 icet to 
the m ile; and th a t the seventh in rank 
o f w heat-grow ing counties and the fourth 
in wool does not lie in the heart of the 
Sierras. 
I w ould like to im press the sim ­ 
ple souls of our m etropolis who have 
heard o f Governor S tanford's 3,000-acre 
vineyard in T eham a county th a t it is not 
situated on top of Lassen Buttes. 
Pardon me, Mr. President, for obtruding 
a com parative table of m inim um and mean 
tem perature and rainfall for Red Bluff. 
Sacram ento and Los Angeles. 
F rom a 
table published in a reliable form I find 
th at from 1875-G to 1882-3, as given by tbe 
U nited States Signal Offic ‘s, for a period of 
seven years, the m inim um tem perature a t­ 
tained at Los Angeles was 2*° F a h re n h e it; 
Sacram ento, 22°; Red Bluff, 
24°. 
The 
m ean tem perature for th e sam e period 
w a s: 
Los Angeles, <i5°; Sacram ento. Gl°; 
Red Bluff, (54°. T here was one day in 1883 
when the therm om eter registered*19°. 
In 
1884 the low est was 22°, and in 1885, 30°. 
Our signal officer, Mr. W illiam s, inform s 
m e th at our lowest m ean tem perature for 
eight years was 25.7°. 
H e also said that 
the difference in the h um idity here and at 
Los Angeles w ould give us an advantage 
of 5°. 
W e know as a fact th at w ith the 
tem perature at and below freezing point 
ice does not form in our valley and vegeta­ 
tion is not bitten. 
Mr. W illiam s also gave 
m e th e fact from his records th at in eight 
years the percentage of clear days was .GO; 
of fair days .21, am i of rainy, .19. 
W hy is it, Mr. President, people rush oft’ 
to “ see N aples and die,” w hen they can 
come to Red Bluff' and bask in her sunny 
clim e, and no t feel obliged to die at all ? 
1 have plucked oranges a t lovely Sorrento 
and looked out over the Bay of Naples at 
Vesuvius, w hile the ju ice ran down m y 
chin—I m ean the juice of the orange—but 
I assure you it was no sw eeter than one 
gathered from a Red B luff tree ; and as for 
Vesuvius, I would rather look upon grand 
old M ount Shasta any day, and the w aving 
w heat fields of the Sacram ento valley, than 
the lazy blue w aters of Naples. 
T he average rainfall for seven years at 
Los Angeles has been 12 inches, a t Sacra­ 
m ento 19, at Red B luff 27. 
I «pióte from 
the table already referred to. 
Mr. W ill­ 
iam s says—including 1885 to D ecem ber 
751st—our average for eight years has been 
28.42 inches.

H aving brought T eham a county dow n to 
a com m on tem perature level w ith Sacra­ 
m ento am i Los Angeles, and having show n 
our greatly superior rainfall, and having 
produced before your eyes som e very line 
specim ens of citrus an d other fruits, I 
tiiink I m ight safely subm it our claim s. 
I hope you w ill pardon m e one o r two 
m ore words. 
V iticulturists and orchardists have fre­ 
quently called attention to T eham a county 
as possessing the highest and best condi­ 
tions for fruits and vines, and yet hut little 
has been done. 
Good land is plentiful and 
cheap. 
W herever fruit-grow ing lias been 
attem pted success has attended th e effort. 
N ear th e village of V ina a narrow strip 
of land on Deer creek is being cultivated 
to fruits by C hinam en in a very slipshod 
and im perfect m anner, and yet they sell 
about 875.000 w orth of dried fruits an n u al­ 
ly. 
Good cultivation ought to double this 
result, and, bad as it is, th e incom e is rive 
tim es as m uch as w heat w ould produce on 
th e sam e acreage. 
If we have not the 
hom e of the orange, w hich is perhaps yet 
to be proveil. we have the hom e of greatly 
m ore valuable fruits, in m y judgm ent, ami 
we have a clim ate agreeahle enough for 
anybody w ho d o n 't w ant to be an angel 
forthw ith. 
One w ord about the dreaded north wind. 
W hen L ieutenant Craig was in charge of 
the Signal Corps of the coast, he visited 
Ke«l B luff to confer w ith the officer in 
charge there. 
T he conference was m ainly 
about the north w ind. 
Lieutenant Craig 
advanced th e theory, w hich is confirm ed 
by observations o f th a t corps, that the 
blasting effects of the no rth w ind is «iiiuin- 
ishing year by year. He says tbe increased 
production of trees and cereals and cultiva­ 
tion of the soil increases the hum idity of 
the atm osphere, am i results in charging it 
w ith m oisure and tb e neutralization of its 
desiccating 
effects. 
Tree-planting 
will 
ultim ately em asculate the north w ind as a 
power for evil, am i m ake it as welcome for 
its sanitary results, and to dim inish ex­ 
cessive m oisture, as it is now dreade . 
But, Mr. President, 1 am adm onished 
th at m y tim e has expired. 
I w ould like to 
dwell upon the varied resources of ray 
co u n ty ; I would delight in draw ing you a 
picture o f its w ealth of charm s for p hy­ 
sical existence, o f its beautiful w om en and 
brave m en, but, out o f consideration for 
som e of our sisters who are not so richly 
blest, I refrain. 
My people besought m e not to overdo 
o u r m erits, an d , above all th in g s, to respect 
th e feelings o f oth ers. 
I now give th e n 
to o u r generous rivals.

Judge C. S. Lott, of Oroville, was the 
next speaker. 
H e said he bad been in ­ 
vited to address those present upon the 
subject of fruit culture in B utte county. 
H e had prepared no w ritten speech ; all he 
knew upon the subject was w hat he had 
learned from his experience in citrus cult­ 
ure ; that he could give in a few words, ami 
their fruits now on exhibition were a fair 
sam ple of the possibilities of their soil and 
clim ate. 
W e are proud of our exhibit, 
w hich we th in k cannot be equaled else­ 
where. 
T he first orange tree planted in 
B utte county was at Biilwell’s Bar, eight 
m iles above the town o f Oroville, on the 
South fork of th e F eather river. 
T his tree 
was procured in 1859, by Robert T. Van 
Orden, for Judge Lewis'. 
A nother, pro­ 
cured about the sam e tim e, was set out at 
Opbir. the original nam e of the town of 
Oroville. T he oranges, tb e 9 e«l from which 
produced those trees, was eaten in Sacra­ 
m ento by Mr. M orrell. O ne was from Aca­ 
pulco, th e other a Burgam ot from Italy. 
T he seeds were planted in this city, aud the 
tree that went to BidweU’s B ar was from 
the Acapulco orange. 
It is now 31 years 
of age, and has been bearing 19 years. 
It 
was five years old w hen it was transplanted 
from Sacram ento to B idw ell’s Bar, being 
conveyed th ith er in a tub of earth, and 
from "that tree sprung all th» 'rin c ip a l 


seedling fruit in and around Oroville. T he 
lem ons are all from seeds from fruit im ­ 
ported from Sicily. 
It can be truthfully 
stated th at all our citrus fruits have fni- 
proveil upon the original. 
No country 
ever raised an orange or lem on th at will 
not thrive better and produce m ore lu x u ri­ 
antly in B utte county than in its native 
country. ' T he 
average 
tem perature of 
B utte county, both day and night, is 1 ower 
than th at of any of the coast counties. 
T hat is the secret surrounding the fact th at 
our fruit ripens several weeks sooner than 
does the oranges o f Los Angeles and R iver­ 
side. 
W e have w arm nights as well as 
days. 
In s«.u'hern California their davs 
are as w arm as ours, but their nights m uch 
cooler. 
W e have no dam p fogs, no heavy 
«lews; 
hence the superior quality and 
flavor of ou r iruit. 
T he speaker stated the 
num ber of bearing trees in B utte county, 
and the num ber o f young trees lately 
p u t out. 
H e said he was often asked 
if th e m any varieties o f seedling fruit did 
not deteriorate. 
To all sucli inquiries he 
positively answ ered no. 
T hey are larger 
producers their fruit th in n er skinned, and 
of better llavor than any grown south of 
San Francisco. 
T he Bid’well B ar tree pro­ 
duces good seed, and trees raised from the 
seed of one crop arc ju st the sam e one sea­ 
son w ith another, all good producers of 
sim ilar quality; retaining their best quali­ 
ties. T he oranges ra is e d 'in B utte county 
will sell 
for good 
an d 
rem unerative 
prices 
at 
all 
tim es 
aud 
anyw here. 
We 
have a 
dem and 
for 
all 
of 
it 
at 
o u r 
very 
doors. 
T here 
is 
no 
danger of over-production. 
T he great 
northw est w ants all we can raise at good 
and rem unerative prices. 
Transportation 
is our greatest trouble, and as that i> con­ 
stantly being facilitated and corrected, such 
a th in g as an over-production in the line 
o f citrus fruits in northern California is 
one of the im possibilities. T his is not the 
tim e, neither is it the place, to discuss 
other horticulture or agriculture pursuits, 
or the developm ent of any other ot our 
m anvgreatand im portant business interests. 
F or that we have our a n n u al State agricult­ 
ural fairs aud stock exhibits. W ea reh e re 
to talk about our citrus products, com pare 
notes, a«id to our stock of knowledge upon 
that subject, and show th e world that we 
o f northern California have an industry 
worth the consideration o f all, apparently 
in its infancy, bu t w ith all the character­ 
istics indicative of a g ia n t; an industry 
that w ill increase and im prove in character 
henceforw ard. 
Grafted trees th at come from the south­ 
ern portions o f the State, if not protected, 
will not stand our clim ate. 
W e have tried 
them , but all experim ents have m ore or 
less failed. T he fruit we have in B utte now, 
specim ens o f which arc on exhibition, has 
become acclim ated. T hey sutnd the coiil 
of our w inter; th e frost lias no effect upon 
them ; live o u t in the open air. 
It don’t 
pay to im port trees from southern Califor­ 
nia, but our seedling varieties thrive well. 
W e can form our trees on seedling stocks, 
anil thus secure any variety we desire. 
A 
few m ornings since, a t Oroville, the m er­ 
cury stood at 20°. 
T he young orange 
shoots shook th e m antle of frost from 
their beautiful 
leaves, an«l 
when 
the 
sun arose, were not injureii in th e least. 
T he limes, m ore tender than the oranges, 
were not injured by the cold w eather. 
In 
Butte we have tw entv-five or thirty varie­ 
ties of oranges. 
They, as our "exhibits 
show, are as to size am i q u ality ,'eq u al to 
the hi-st, and grow in the open air w ithout 
th e least protection, apparently as hardy 
as any o f the trees cultivated. 
It requires 
labor no m ore skilled than is necessary to 
the successful cultivation of our com m on 
orchard fruits. T he olive does not prop­ 
erly 
belong 
to 
th e 
citrus 
fam ily, 
but 
is 
a 
precursor 
o f 
th e 
o r­ 
ange. 
W herever the olive succeeds there 
also the orange will grow. 
The entire Sac­ 
ram ento valley and its adjoining foothills 
will grow the olive in its greatest perfection. 
W e have on exhibition oranges from Biggs 
Station grown in black adobe land. 
It is 
pretty fruit, -nicely flavored, but does not 
«lo so well as in the light, loam y soil of the 
foothills. T he foothill soil is w arm , sandy, 
and has a natural ¡subsoil drainage. 
Give 
it w ater and you will get in return fine 
wood an«i fruit. 
T he top soil is a rich, 
strong loam , am i the ‘subsoil is gravel, 
bowlders and sand. 
T he seedling or native oranges produce 
at ages varying from seven to twelve, 
although m any bear at five. 
T he first 
orange trees in his section were set out for 
ornam ent, sliaile, and to add pleasure to 
hom e surroundings. They did not expect 
in those days, w hile planting trees to 
beautify th eir dooryards, th at in succee«ling 
years citrus fruits' w ould be a leading ex­ 
port to the Eastern States ; th at w hat was 
th e» being placed ou t solely w ith the idea 
of pleasing th e eye w ould at a future day 
become so great a source o f profit. 
“ H e 
th at plants a tree is a public benefactor” isa 
true saying in their case, a3 the pres­ 
ent successful exhibition bears testim ony. 
H ere 
we 
are 
in 
a belt w hich 
will 
proilucc oranges, lim es and lem ons that we 
can com pare w ith the m ost favored land 
on earth w ithout any fear o f the result of 
com parison. 
W e invite you to come h an ­ 
dle them , eat them , pass them around to 
your friends. T his citrus exhibit will have a 
good effect. W e w ant you to call and sec for 
yourselves, for “ seeing is believing.” 
An 
ocular dem onstration o f a fact is w orth 
m ore than all the new spaper articles ever 
w ritten or the m ost labored efforts at ora­ 
tory. 
T he new spaper articles will do for 
our benighted brethren who live in th e less 
favored clim es east of th e R ockyM ountains, 
but we w ant our own people to see for 
them selves, and pass judgm ent upon our 
pr« ductions.

N . I>. R ideout, representing Y uba coun­ 
ty, was th e n ex t speaker. 
H e said : 
Mr. President. Ladies and Gentlemen ■' 
1 
have been selected to speak for the counties 
of Yuba, Sutter and Colusa, so far as relates 
to the question o f citrus fruit-growing. 
W hile I am 
to present the 
possibili­ 
ties o f that particular section, I «lo not feel 
called upon to exalt its m erits, at the ex­ 
pense o f th e rest of northern California. 
We, in those counties, recognize and con­ 
cede the advantages for citrus fruit-grow ing 
of all our neighboring counties, and we 
hereby extend to all o f them our heartiest 
congratulations upon their exhibits here at 
this fair. 
Y uba, Sutter and Colusa counties are situ ­ 
ated on the th irty -n in th parallel of north 
latitude, am i in the heart of th e Sacra­ 
m ento valley. 
W e have in these counties 
w arm , sloping foothills, and level, rich 
valley lamls. 
o u r m ean an n u al tem per­ 
ature is 00° Fall.; our m ean m inim um 
tem perature for w inter is 45°; our mean 
for sum m er is 82° ; our average rainfall is 
23 inches in th e valley and 30 inches in the 
fijothills. 
W e havo a netw ork of stream s 
o f water from which, if needed, we can 
Hood all the lands. 
W e have tim ber and 
building m aterial in abundance for all 
pnrposes. 
W e have no w inters in the 
sense in w hich that term is com m only 
u s e d ; no snow, ice or sw eeping w inds. 
T hat severest o f 
tax-tnasters—w inter— 
levies no tribute upon labor and capital 
there. 
It is now a third of a century since 
citrus fruit, trees were first grown in the 
central counties for w hich I speak. 
O r­ 
anges, lem ons, linn», olives, pom egranates, 
figs ami other sem i-tropic productions have t 
been grown in all parts o f those counties I 
during all these years. 
Speaking for those counties,w esav to you 
that we have progressed beyond th e stage i 
of experim ent, and are standing upon the 
solid ground of proveil and establishe«l 
facts. 
In Colusa there are citrus trees in 
all parts of the county. 
A t Orland there 
are bearing trees on tiie high plains and on 
the red soils, and citrus fruit is grown at 
W illow s under the sam e conditions. 
A t 
St. Johns, on the black soils of th e Sacra­ 
mento, there are old trees th at have been 
prolific bearers for years, and also at Co- 
’.usa. Princeton and other places along the 
Sacram ento river. 
In 8utter county th e experim ents in 
sem i-tropic fruit-grow ing go back alm ost 
to th e settlem ent there by G eneral Sutter, 
long before th e A m erican occupation. 
In 


Y uba county, all along th e foothills, in the 
valleys and on th e plains, oranges, lem ons, 
limes, olives, pom egranates, and a long list 
of other sem i-tropic fruits, have been ex­ 
tensively grow n for tw entv-five years. 
In 
th e city oi’M arysville there are 2,000 bear­ 
ing orange trees. 
They have grow n w ith­ 
out any protection against frosts, and have 
never suffered in th at respect. 
T he Sicily’ lem on is grow n there in m any 
places, aud fiourishes as well, as on its na­ 
tive soil. 
T he fig and olive are com m on 
shade and ornam ental trees around dw ell­ 
ings. In M arysville there are olive trees 
o f the M ission variety th at overtop two- 
story houses and have been bearing olives 
for tw enty years. 
T here is in.) reason w hy all o f th e coun­ 
ties for w hich I speak should not rival 
Spain in th e products of the olive tree. The 
question of citrus fruit goes beyond the 
m ere grow th of oranges and lem ons. 
It 
involves alm ost unlim ited 
possibilities. 
The clim ate of the orange and pom egranate 
produces the sugar, silk, cotton, rice, in d i­ 
go, tea, coffee and tobacco o f the world. 
These are tbe great articles of com m erce 
th at line tbe shores of all nations w ith 
m asts and w hiten all seas w ith sails. 
It 
is this citrus clim ate that lias given history 
its grand em pires and its m ost dense popu­ 
lations. 
Assyria. Egypt, India, C hina and 
Japan are exam ples iti ancient anil m odern 
tim es of w hat citrus clim ates have done. 
W ith ou r higher civilizatipn, there is no 
reason w hy th e counties for w hich I speak 
and 
the others in n orthern California 
should not be as rich and prosperous as 
any’ spot o f earth. 
In Spain, in this citrus 
belt, there are 5,000,000 acres of olive trees. 
They produce annually $300,000,000 w orth 
of olive oil alone, and it is said that if the 
cultivation there was thorough the product 
w ould be doubled. 
Five m illion acres of 
land in the valley of the Sacram ento, then, 
coulil be m ade to yield $000,000,000 w orth 
o f oil. 
T he three counties of Yuba, Sutter 
and Colusa have 2,500,000 acres of land, 
and they could produce $300,u00,000 if they 
were planted in olives. 
I speak of this to 
illustrate w hat the possibilities arc in a 
citrus clim ate. T his question involves in­ 
terests too large to be «liscussetl in a ten- 
m inute speech. 
In conclusion, let m e say 
th at th e people whose m outhpiece I am 
congratulate their neighbors upon th e won­ 
derful beauty and variety o f their exhibits 
here, an d w ill be ready to com pete w ith 
them in another fair another year, when, 
at an earlier season, we can show w hat we 
can do in the way of citrus growths. 
Grove L. Johnson, representing Sacra­ 
m ento county, was th e next speaker. 
H is 
speech was eloquent, interesting, and fre­ 
quently applauded. 
It w ill hereafter he 
published in full.

W ashington, Jan u ary 12tli.—l.ogan, from 
the C om m ittee on M ilitary Affairs, reported 
favorably the bill providing for the p u r­ 
chase o f t he old Produce Exchange and site 
in New York city for arm y purposes. 
The 
bill appropriates $450,000" or as m uch as 
m ay be necessary for th e purchase of the 
site and the necessary alterations in the 
rem odeling of th e building. 
T he bill, on
